The gentlemen named as the debatera

were Menard, llart und Campbell and
Atkinson and Cowdun.
When President Hull called tho moetinnto order at 8 o'clock tbo largo room

waa well tilled with members and thoir
friuuda who bad bocomu interested iu
thu feature of tho ovouinir, the debate.
Mr. Cbailes iiurdett llart o|jonod for

the affirmative side of thequostion, and
made uu able und convincing talk. He
utuned out with an exposition of tho
princlpleaofthe Monroe doctrine, which,
ibespcaker said, some people wero under
tbo impression would, if adhered to, preventthu annexation of lluwuii. lie
(showed that not by any construction
placed on that famous state naporcould
annexation bo objected to. The Monroe
doctrine, he said, was a "Doctrine of
bands off." "There is nothing in its
provisions to prevent our obtaining
territory, or against other people's askingfor union with us. Any antagonisticurguuient must of necessity bo
futile. 'Iho spirit of tho Monroo doctrinefavors such an opportunity us the
present 0110 to defend our 1'ucitlc coast
possessions, an outpost und sontiiiol to
guard tho nppioach to the coming Nicaraguacanal. A port of such advantagesshould bo placed uudor tho protectionof tho American Hag, and of tho
millions who inhabit this country, and
tbo liuudrods of millious who will
come."

Mr.Curtia'
main ground of argumont wan that tho
island* are notcontiguoua to tho United
States. Tho apeakor spoko of tho gloriousacquisitions of territory made in
tho past by tho Union, including the

}>urchaso of that immense territory of
Louisiana in 1803 by President JotferHon,of Florida from Spain, and of the
treaty of Guadaloupe-llidalgo in 1850,
which gave to thin country immense
western possessions.

TUB ALASKA PURCHASE.
In controverting Mr. C'urtis's stand,

the apeakor cited tho purchaso of
Alaska, which is not contiguous to this
country. "Even young men remember
the opposition that grouted tho purchaseof that 4vait barren waste for
$7,200,000, but is thoro an American todaywho wishos to see the American
llag hauled down from Alaska? It may
be said wo only got a few sual islands,
hut tho day is coming when the millions
iiaid will coino back a thousand fold.
For strategic valuo alone Alaska and
the islands commanding tho Northern
Pacific are well worth all that was
paid." iU

"Thoro is nothing in our history, no
precedent, however contracted, agaiust
the acquisition of any torritory wo
think well to acquire". There is no
writton htw nor anything in the constitutionagainst it We aro froo and untramolcd,and it remains only to conaiderwhether we ought to acquiro thoso
islands."

Mr. Goorgo W. Atkinson followed Mr.
Hart, speaking from tho negative standpoint,and 'his was a brilliant and it not
convincing, at least an interesting argument
"Thoro is an old adage," said Mr.

Atkinson, "a trito ono, that groat minds
difl'er on small quostions as well as on
groat ones, It appoars to bo a fact that
tho groat majority so far as hoard from
aro in favor of tho annexation of thoso
littlo islands out in tho Pacific. Nearly
all the nowapapors as well as tho loadingdiplomats of tho country f.ivor an-
noxution."
"About tho only groat and roo<1 tnan

opposed to It, is tin) forty-llvo year old
young innn who misrepresents tho First
district in CongroHs; and it's about tha
onlv question this young mun is righton.'1

'TOI1UC CLAMOR.
"Tlioro is a crnzo in favor of tho annexationof these islands, and Mr. Lincoln,tho greatest intellect this country

cvor produced, onco said, 'A legislative
body that yields to publicclnnior makes
a mistako.' James A. Garllold, that
giftod man, in n spoech at tho llopublicannational convention in 188U, in a
speech nominating John Sherman, but
which nominated himself, said words to
tho Bamo ollect.
"So, Mr. Chairman, when this craze

about those islands, about which myfriend has spoken so oloquontly, subsidesand tho pooplo by their llresides
look at tho facts cool and calm, they
will say it is u mistako, and that wo
don't noed these island* and that their
annexation would bring about difficultiesand ontunglomonts which would
slay. I know vory littlo about thoso
islunds umil 1 was put on as a debater
against their annexation, but 1 find
tiiut they stand out alone in tho 1'aclflc
about L',000 miles from San l'rancisco,
with an area of nearly (18,000 miles, and
a population of nearly IKl.OOO Bouls, of
which VO,000 are Chinese, and of which
my brother wants to make American
citiiani. 1 notice that wo have a considerabletrade with these islands, send4\ng them products valued at 750,000und getting from them $12,600,000 worth.Wo doji't want to loso this valuable
trade, and it will not bo lost by n refusal
to annex, The trade will go right on,
Whothor or not wo mako American cltitousand voters out of Chinamen, I'ortugueno,and make n state or province out
of tho Into kingdom."
"Tho peoplo have many good quailties,which 1 will not dwell upon.

1 want to observo horn, however,that the natives aro naturallyweak ana shortlived. There Is also anotherdifficulty which my brother says
is smnll.that Is that theso Islands containloners, and la a loprous country.
Four of tho twelve Islands aro not Inhabited,and ono is lot apart as n loprous
colony, where thore aro 1,000 persons
ullllctnd with this torrildo dlseaso. It
niav bo that if ar.neiation prevails, it
will not be Imported Into tho United
States, but all people would say that a
part of tho .T/nitod States contains
leprosy."
"I will advan:o « fow roa<ons In supportnf my poiltion. My brother hns

mentioned the Monroe doctrine. Tho
stand taken by our govormnont has
boon nut to Interfere with tho govern-

nients of other nation*, and t j allow no
other nations lo take possession of territoryon western continents. TIiIh
grow out of the recognition by this
country of the tjouth Americ4'l fepublies.As my friend has suid this d.ies
not prevent our Betting torritory by
purchase or conquost, but this annexationwould bo a break in the policy
which has prevailed for a hundred
veart of unexampled prosperity. This
country uid support a population of
000,000,000, hence this would be a break
in our past policy."
"Wo ought not to interfere in the

quarrels and broils now going on in
Hawaii. 1 would impress on you that
out of it population of 1)0,000, less than
5,000 are m revolt; theso are the only
onus who want annexation, and they are
in it for the purposes of speculation ami
personal agrandisomunt. It is unAmericafito interfere."

"1 also wunt to suy to my good
brother that the United fcStutes is not in
the real estate business. If the United
States wants more land, mere land or

territory, lot her go ovor the Canadian
bordor, anil ucquiro OS,000 miles up
thoro, or down into Mexico, or wo

might bring Wetzel county into this
glorious Union, or perhaps Webster
county could bu annexed. If torritory
is what is wanted, tuku contiguous territory.Go down on the Atlantic coast,
where theio is u number of islands of
greater advantage lo this country."
The speaker ridiculed the idea of Ha-

wan as iiBontinol guarding tlio proposed
Nicaraugan canal, and said tho guns
would luivo to be of long range lo reach
across tlio lorty-llvo hundred milea betweenthe two places.
"Tbe acquisition would bo a drawbackin many ways. It would roquiro

all our army and navy to watch nut for
vosaela of other powers anxious to wroat
tho ialand from our grip,
"There ia nothing in tho argument

ns to our largo interests in the islands.
They can be maintained without annexation.It ia Bald (treat liritain will take
tho ialauda if wo do not. Wo don't intendto let them take them. Lot the
islandcra continue to govern themselves."
"If wo annex wo must nasurao a debt

of $3,250,000. Do you want to pay it?
If so vote for annexation. Then wo
iiiuat pay $50,000 ft yoar to the dothronolquoon. Just think of that,
$150 a day. Why, yon can employ tho
moat accomplished, lady inWheeling
for $150 a mouth. Hum again we must
give $150,01)0 to tho littlo brown princoaawho lias come ovor to see us.
That'a ovor $1,000 a pound, and alio
iau't worth 150,000 conis."
Mr. Atkinson's time limit having

nearly expired, ho went ovor othor
grounds, briefly includinir tho argument
that it ia against tho Monroe doctrine,
unconstitutional, loproay, incroaao of
navy and ariny, etc.

Mr. Hart then replied to tlio argumentsof his opponent, liis colleague,
Sir. Alox. I£. Campbell, not being proi0111.
"I fool indebted to brother Atkinson

to-night for the comic and revised editionof tho 'Arabian Nights,' but of
